A CONGRESSIONAL com¬

“All fire-fighting agencies 
along the Foothills are alert¬ 
ed and on a standby basis, 
ready to spring into action 
in case of fire. 

“This is also the time of 
year that all the weeds that 
grew during the winter are 
now dry, and should be cut 
and removed from proper¬ 


ties. This is not a problem 
just along the mountain 
edges, but throughout the 
city area. 

“Any lot, or back yard, full 
of dry weeds and rubbish, 
creates an attractive nui¬ 
sance.

A 4th Of July ‘Amen 


The armed foes without and the insidious, secretive foes 
within, were cited, and their plots and machinations ex¬ 
posed as the nation’s most immediate peril by Mayor W. 
Webster Vannier in his Memorial Day address at Sierra 
Madre Cemetery. 

Because at this Fourth of July se.ssion it focuses on 
the dire problems which confront this nation, the SIERRA 
MADRE NEWS believes it opportune to print Mayor Van. 
nier's address in full. This we do, adding our thanks to 
Mayor Vannier for his presentation oif an all-American 
viewpoint, one from which the Pinkos and fellow-travelers 
in our midst may well profit. 

Mayor Vannier's address follows; 


"WE MEET HERE today to honor the dead who made 
our nation possible, and to renew our dedication to the 
ideals for which they fought. We are in difficult times 
for we recognize in the attacks of alien forces a situation 
as perilous today as at any period in our history. 

We are confronted by armed foes without and an 
insidious, secretive foe within. The foe within has been 
more difficult to evaluate because it operates in many 
disguises and preaches ideals common to all of us, but 
with the sinister end of overthrowing and subjecting us 
to a foreign control. • 

This result has come about because our combat forces 
have won victories in battle which have not been followed 
up in the field of ideas and institutional development. 

Too much we have come to regard the results of past 
achievement as final, as complete. We have not recognized 
that as our forefathers struggled to find new ways to meet 
now situations, and to meet now challenges, we must 
al.so find and make effective new ways adapted to our 
different and changed environment. 


TODAY COMMUNISM cannot bo defeated by reaffirm¬ 
ing the achievements of the past but oniy by a rodedication 
to the methods of combat, both physical and mental, by 
which the past achievements were brought about. 

The birth of our nation in the American Revolution 
and tlie troubled limes which led to the formation and 
adoption of our Con.stitution should bo our everlasting in¬ 
spiration and model. The men who carried this through 
to success — Washington, Jefferson, (Madison, Franklin, and 
all others — combined practical experience as workers 
and as administrators with theoretical and historical knowl¬ 
edge of how other nations and other political units had 
sot up government.s, only to see them fail. 

Those men who created our Constitution knew how 
to select and combine the institutions of the past with the 
new ideas and practices which they found around them 
to achieve a form of government which has a strength 
and flexibility without equal in recorded history. 

It is to llieir methods and their patience, their industry 
and understanding, that we mu.st be dedicated. For we 
are faced today with problems, which, if we are honest, 
we will admit we are not .solving. 


AT HOME the biggest problem is how to work out 
an economy of abundance in keeping with our highest 
ideals. Abroad we must learn how to help the "have not” 
nations to help themselves without their resorting to Com¬ 
munism to acquire material goods. And, we must develop 
a framework of international justice and International 
controls that will keep nations from destroying each other. 

These ends will never be achieved unless the people 
of the United States seek them with wholehearted energy 
and enthusiasm. IIow to arouse this energy and enthusiasm 
is the most vital task of the present. Unle.ss we are willing 
and eager to attack the problems of how to organize our 
own society and the world we live in, with the same spirit 
as those who fought in our Armed Services, we shall prob¬ 
ably fail. 

We must dedicate ourselves to that task. Those who 
served in the Armed Forces did not leave this service to 
some on else. They fought it out wherever they were sent.
